The documents turned over yester- 
day involve only the government’s 
case against Felt and Miller. The con- 
spiracy case against former acting ' 
FBI director L. Patrick Gray III has ) 
been severed from the charges against ^ 
, Felt and Miller. All three are charged , 
with conspiring to violate the civil \ 
' rights of friends and relatives of 
members of the Weather Under- 
ground in the early 1970s by allegedly 
approving illegal break-ins of their 
homes. 

Gray has denied giving such author- 
ization, whUa Felt and Miller claim 
that they approved the burglaries on 
Gray's authority. 

In his letter to Bryant yesterday, 
Martin said that the FBI, the CIA and 
the National Security Agency “have 
all realeased substanti^ amounts of 
information that had previously been 
withheld.” Martin said that some doc- 
uments that had raised defense object i 
tions when released in an edited form ] 
now were being released “substan- 
tially” unedited. 

The government’s action yesterday 
appears to remove doubt concerning 
tri^ of the charges against Felt and 
Miller. Prosecution of Gray remains 
in doubt since the issues involving 
him are of greater magnitude for the ^ 
government 

No trial date has been set by Bryant 
for Felt and MiUer.
